Systematic Spraying 


I 
Apple growers are looking w i t h very 


much interest to the experiments now 
being cai t ied on under t hi'direct ion 
(M the I'niversity of California in the' 
apple sections of the state. Heretofore 
the war against the codling moth has 
been carried on in an independent 
sort of way, every man for himself, 
and according to his own ideas. 
This 


year, for the first time, the work lias 
been systematized. 
All work is now- 


being done under instructors, and an 
accurate record is being kept. 
When 


the season is ended and the returns 
are all in it is to be hoped that, some 
aucessful and practical method of cii- 
cumventing that worst of the apple 
grower's foes—the codling moth—may 
have been hit upon. 


Fertilizing Strawberries 


Recent experiments with manuring 


strawberry plants showed that when 
1000 pounds of nitrate of soda aud 'J'25 
pounds of superphosphate were used 
on three acres the yield was 44,750 
pounds of berries in two years. When 
500 pounds of sulphate of potash were 
added to the ingredients named above, 
the yield on the same amount of laud 
was 40.U50 pounds during two years, 
while a similar yield of the same kind 
of berries yielded but '.2l),00l) pounds of 
fruit. 
The land was fairly rich and 


was well cultivated. The tests showed 
that a complete fertilizer increased 
the yield about 50 per cent over the 
unfertilized plot.

advisable.

washes, rosiu solutions and distillate 
compounds. Jt is largely from using 
the wrong washes and in the wrong 
season, that so many failures are re- 
corded 
from 
spraying.—California
